Red Cross moved its Salinas shelter from the 

Sherwood Community Center to Hartnell College 

Gym on Feb. 6. More than 50 people from the 

Salinas San Jerardo housing cooperative Labor 

Camp 21 stayed at Hartnell’s Gym until Feb. 14 

when the shelter was closed. 

“My family has been stayed at the Hartnell 
College shelter for six days ,” said San Jerardo 
resident Jorge Gontez, 18. Residents from San 
Jerardo were unable to get out of their homes 
because of road damage caused by the storm. 

San Jerardo resident Alfonzo Tapia, 19, said, 
“We didn’t have clean water, or electricity.” 

The 65 homes in the San Jerardo cO-Op were 
blocked by mud slides and debris. The National 
Guard transported those residents to the Hartnell 
shelter on Feb. 10. Two days earlier, ori Sunday 
Feb. 8, the American Red Cross helped more than 
100 flood victims from Camp 21 move to the 
Hartnell College shelter. They also had been 

without electricity and water for three days. 

Hartnell students, teachers, and staff as well as 
members of the community donated food and 
blankets, and many volunteered their time to help 
the flood victims. 

“Hartnell College Staff has been wonderful,” 
said Red Cross shelter manager, Ernie Bevans. 

Among those who helped were three Salinas 

High Schools, and Key Club students who helped 
clean, serve food, and fill out information forms 
for victims. 

Bill Ritch, Red Cross Mass Care Coordinator 
traveled from his home in Nevada to help with the 
effort in Salinas and said that the goals of the 
service center at Hartnell College was to meet the 
needs of the flood victims. 

The American Red Cross provided beds, food, 
water, towels, and a television to distract the 
children during this stressful time. Since schools 
were closed due to the bad weather, local teachers 
had an opportunity to volunteer their time with the 
children from the shelter. This is a big help for 
the childrens’ parents, who had many things on 
their minds. 

On Feb. 14, the American Red Cross made 
arrangements for people, finding them a place for 
them to live temporarly.

about 12 midnight. The main 
focus for the security team is 
to observe the campus and 
its surrounding. If they see 
anything suspicious around 
campus, they must report it. 
Another rule that the 
Hartnell Security follows is 
that public safety comes first 
and security second. That 
means Hartnell Security 
must assist students and 
provide any type of help, if 
needed. The safety of the 
campus and the students 


shoulders of Hartnell 
Security. They get major 
help from the maintenance 
people and custodial workers. If workers see anything 
suspicious they contact security by their radios to come 
check it out. _ 

“Crime is minimal here. The crimes that happen here 
are property crimes; crimes of theft, crimes of 
opportunity. The key you want to understand is that 
everyone, every individual on this campus is responsible 
for their own safety and security. They’re responsible for 
it, not campus safety, not the police. We’re here to assist 
them, to give them tips and hints, to tell them how to be 
more effective as far as to not be victimized,” said 
Victor Collins, who is in charge of campus safety. 

Collins emphasized that the Hartnell Security is only 
responsible for crime happening on campus. All other 
crimes should be reported to the Salinas Police Dept. 


Collins said that the school has pamphlets to give you 
tips on how to be safe and to prevent yourself from 
being victimized. There is also a self defense class you 
can take at Hartnell if you feel like your being

Director of Financial Aid, to replace retiring Director 
Bea Coronado; Computer Science Instructor, and 
Early Childhood Education Instructor, both of which 
are changing from adjunct to full-time positions; 
English as a Second Language instructor to replace 
Marytam Navabi, who resigned in December; and an 
Extended Opportunity Programs and Services Care 
counselor, who will help with additional work created 
by the expansion of the EOPS/Care program. The 
program is funded directly by the state. 

Sallie Savage, director of Human Resources and 
Staff Diversity, said that the college is doing a 
nationwide search, advertising the positions in 
publications like The Chronicle of Higher Education, 
The San Jose Mercury News, the San Francisco 
Chronicle, and the Los Angeles Times.

Ding, ding, ding! Standing over in the 
left corner, weighing in at 195 Ibs. and 
standing at 6’5", he was also a member 
of the Golden State Warriors, I introduce 
to you Latrell Sprewell. Standing over in 
the right corner with a fiery red beard 


- and a look of intensity and standing at 


about 6’3", I introduce the coach of the 
Warriors, P.J. Carlesimo. Now, it’s about 
that time, so let’s get ready to 
rummmbblle! 

The altercation between Latrell 
Sprewell and Coach Carlesimo happened 
on December 1, 1997, during a Warriors 
practice in Oakland. The altercation was 
almost like a boxing match, with 
Sprewell allegedly throwing a punch to 
go along with his choke hold on 
Carlesimo. The only thing Carlesimo 
could do was try to defend himself while 
some of Sprewell’s teammates and 
assistant coaches pulled Sprewell away 
from the struggling coach. 

The whole incident that happened 
December Ist can be traced to the start of 
the season when Carlesimo was hired as 
coach of the Warriors. Sprewell knew 
that Carlesimo was more of an “in your 
face” type of coach, who, at times, can 
be verbally abusive with his players. 
Sprewell had a dislike for the coach and 
his coaching technique: Another 
attributing factor was the fact that the 
Warriors were in last place since the start 
of season losing game after game, which 
made Sprewell’s season very unpleasant. 
Sprewell demanded that he wanted to be 
traded but he never got his wish by the 
time the trading deadline rolled around. 
As a result, Sprewell became more of a 
hindrance to the team. At one time, . 
during one of their games, Sprewell was 
goofing around while the team took a 
timé out to design a play. Carlesimo did 
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SPORTS 


not like what he saw from Sprewell so 
for the whole entire second half of the 
game Carlesimo sat Sprewell on the 
bench. 

On the day of the incident, an 
altercation began between Sprewell and 
Carlesimo because the coach was 
chewing out a couple of his players and 
Sprewell had bad mouthed Carlesimo. 
Carlesimo asked Sprewell to leave. the 
gym and all of a sudden Sprewell 
attacked the coach, choking him for 
several seconds. After that, Sprewell 
left the gym. Twenty minutes later’ 
Sprewell came back into the gym and 
allegedly threw a punch at Carlesimo 
and threatened to kill him. 

After the altercation, the incident 
resulted in Sprewell being suspended 
for 10 days by the Warriors. A few 
days later the general manager of the 
team, Gary St. Jean terminated 
Sprewell’s contract worth up to $32 
million dollars. That means Sprewell is 
without a team since the Warriors 
officially fired the three time all-star, 
That also means that Sprewell could 
sign with any NBA team if he chooses 
to. But, not so fast, the NBA decided 
to get into the act by suspending 
Sprewell for a whole year from playing 
in the NBA. 

Now, the question is whether or not 
Sprewell’s punishment was too severe. 
Some athletes seem to think so. Cedric 
Petty, captain of the Hartnell men’s 
basketball team said, “I think the 


punishment was too severe to a certain 
degree. He should have been suspended 
for a couple of games, not suspended 
indefinitely, for a year because there are 
players that have been doing stuff, you 
know, more severe than that and they 
haven’t gotten suspended.” Cedric goes 
on to say, “Like Charles Barkley, he’s 
done stuff in the past, and Dennis 
Rodman, they haven’t gotten suspended 
fora whole year. So, I don’t think it’s 
right for Sprewell to get suspended for a 
whole year, even though I don’t approve 
of the things he did to the coach.” 

Even Michael Jordan, of the Chicago 
Bulls, had a comment about the 
situation. ‘Jordan had told the Associated 
Press that Sprewell had been pendlized 
three times—the initial 10 days 
suspension, the one year league 
suspension, and the termination of his 
contract. He was quoted as saying, “It 
brings a lot of questions and a pretty 
good argument for Sprewell and his 
representatives.” From the Associated 
Press, the players union and Sprewell’s 
attorneys are hoping to shorten the one 
year suspension during the arbitration 
hearing. As far as with the contract 
termination, the attorneys feel that. 
Sprewell could recoup most, if not all, 
the money if and when he signs with 
another team. 

Dave Muscarella, coach of the 
women’s Hartnell volleyball team, had a 
comment in favor for Sprewell’s 
punishment. “I don’t think so.” 
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Referring to whether or not if Sprewell’s 
punishment was too severe. “If what 


‘they say is true, then all of the 


allegations that we’ve heard are true. I 
think that’s a good penalty for him. 
They need to put an end to the player 
thinking that they run the team.” Coach 
Muscarella also talked about how 
there’s no comparison between college 
and professional athletes because of the 
money involved with professional 
sports. In an interview with the Panther 
Sentinel, the coach stated that at the 
college level the players are still 
learning to improve their skills, so they 
tend to listen to what the coach says to 
make it to the next level. 

_Another college athlete, Kealoha 
Garces, from the Hartnell basketball 
team, commented on whether or not 
other coaches like P.J. Carlesimo are too 
demanding on their players. His 
response: “No, maybe some players 
might feel that way, but it’s all for the 
best. Every coach is different.”: 

With Sprewell’s arbitration hearing 
coming to a close on February 16 with 
the closing arguments lasting for about 
7 1/2 hours, the focus will now center 
around the decision of either letting 
Sprewell back into the league or serving 
the rest of his year in suspension. 
Arbitrator John Feerick will give his 
decision at any time within the next 30 
days. As for Sprewell, he hopes to be 
readmitted back into the NBA 
immediately.
